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CONTINENTAL  CURRENCY 

One  of  the  most  important  collections  ever  offered 

The  First  Continental  Congress  met  in  Carpenter's  Hall,  Philadelphia,  on  September  5,  1774, 
in  an  attempt  to  adjust  the  growing  difficulties  with  England.  Arrangements  were  made  for  reconven- 
ing on  May  10,  1775,  but  before  that  date,  the  battles  of  Lexington  and  Concord  were  fought. 
Therefore,  when  the  Second  Continental  Congress  met,  on  June  22,  1775,  the  issue  of  $2,000,000  in 
Continental  Currency  Notes  was  authorized,  to  meet  the  cost  of  war  with  the  mother  country.  This 
issue  was  the  first  of  about  forty  emissions,  totaling  some  $241,552,700.  The  denominations  ranged 
from  one-sixth  dollar  to  eighty  dollars,  and  by  1780,  when  the  last  issue  was  over  and  done,  it 
took  $60.  to  $100.  of  these  notes  to  equal  one  Spanish  Milled  Dollar. 

Continental  Currency,  without  any  specie  behind  it,  was  intended  to  circulate  on  the  strength  of  the 
government's  reputation  for  integrity  and  credit.  It  was  to  be  eventually  redeemed  by  the  various 
states,  but  depreciated  rapidly,  due  no  doubt  to  the  large  amount  of  counterfeits  made,  the  inability 
of  the  states  to  redeem  the  amounts  apportioned  to  them,  and  the  flabbiness  of  the  central  govern- 
ment. The  expression  "not  worth  a Continental"  is  a carryover  from  when  people  papered  their  walls 
with  Continental  notes. 

Partial  redemption  to  the  amount  of  $125,400,000  was  made  both  on  March  18,  1780,  which 
resulted  in  the  states  paying  in  $119,400,000  of  the  notes  in  the  form  of  taxes,  and  under  the 
Funding  Act  of  1790,  when  $6,000,000  was  accepted  at  a ratio  of  100  to  1.  The  estimated 
$72,000,000  remaining,  was  conveniently  considered  lost  or  destroyed.  What  little  can  be  found 
today,  is  to  be  located  in  museums  or  collections,  or  upon  remote  occasion  in  isolated  attic  hoards. 

A few  noted  numismatists,  among  them  the  late  John  M.  Richardson  (of  Vermont  Cent  fame), 
made  a study  of  the  signers  of  these  bills,  both  genealogically  and  otherwise.  In  this  regard,  we  have 
arranged  several  lots  with  a thought  to  the  signers,  in  an  attempt  to  stimulate  interest.  Serious 
collectors,  fed  up  with  many  of  the  overpriced  "popular"  series,  might  do  well  to  look  into  these 
moderately  priced  items.

$12,407,294  was  destroyed  after  the  act  of  Congress  of  Jan.  1,  1779  which  ordered  their 
recall.  The  rest  were  repudiated  and  subsequently  returned  to  the  Continental  treasury.  This 
has  been  denominated  the  "hardship  issue"  because  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  returning 
the  notes  to  a Treasury  collecting  depot  which  might  be  many  miles  away,  and  waiting  six 
months  for  new  notes  with  their  reduced  purchasing  power.  The  reason  for  the  repudiation  of 
the  May  20,  1777  and  April  1 1,  1778  issues  was  the  extensive  British  counterfeiting  activities 
under  Howe  and  Clinton.  It  is  believed  that  these  counterfeits  played  a part  in  the  further 
depreciation  of  the  bills.  The  total  of  the  two  repudiated  issues  was  $41,500,000,  of  which 
$19,848,268  was  destroyed  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1780,  and  an  unknown  amount  thereafter.  Some 
idea  of  the  amount  may  be  gained  from  the  fact  that  $25,552,780  of  the  Jan.  14,  1779 
issue  was  emitted  solely  to  redeem  May  1777  and  "Yorktown"  notes,  which  were  declared  un- 
current by  Act  of  Congress.

Counterfeits  of  the  calibre  of  that 
offered  here  (according  to  Phillips)  were  not  distinguishable  from  the  genuine  except  by 
ninute  comparison,  both  notes  being  in  new  condition;  a test  hardly  possible  to  the  masses. 
Norse  Congress  felt  that  publicizing  the  protective  devices  used  to  prevent  counterfeiting 
vould  only  make  it  easier  for  the  counterfeiters.  It  was  in  this  spirit  that  the  decision 
/as  made  to  recall  the  May,  1777  and  Yorktown  issues.

The  only  possible  explanation  is  that  the  authorizing  act  of  Jan.  14,  1779 
(for  $50,000,400,  of  which  $25,552,780  were  to  replace  tne  called  in  notes  of  1777-8)  saw 
its  first  application  in  a further  emission  of  Sept.  26,  1778  notes.  We  conjecture  that  the 
extra  $25,500,000,  authorized  in  January  1779  tor  exchanges,  will  all  prove  to  be  dated 
1778.

510  Another.  An  almost  perfect  match  for  the  last,  but  the  mica  only  faintly  cracked.

remaining.  Extremely  rare  and  valuable. 

513  Another.  Concave,  as  these  stamps  usually  appear  to  be;  the  mica  cracked,  par- 

ticularly at  the  bottom.  Sloppily  cleaned;  considerable  polish  and  rouge  still  on 
the  mica  edge  and  case.  Still,  of  extreme  rarity,  and  worth  the  time  to  im- 
prove it. 

514  A third.  Concave  in  appearance;  mica  scaly,  the  upper  half  displaying  cracking;  a 

top  surface  piece  flaked  away  at  high  centre.  Cleaned,  a large  amount  of  polish 
and  rouge  remaining,  which  makes  this  (and  all  similar  pieces)  look  much  worse 
than  it  really  is.

1^  and  5<L  First  with  perfect  mica,  but  the  frame  battered  somewhat  around  the 
edges.  The  5 ^ a cleaned  Fine,  but  with  mica  impairment  at  the  lower  right. 
Rare  and  scarce.  2 Pcs. 

10<?.  Almost  Fine;  the  mica  with  a few  minor  "pinch"  cracks  around  the  edges. 

Two  more.  One  close  to  V.  Fine,  but  sloppily  cleaned  (with  polish  all  over  it) ; 
the  other  Fine,  but  the  mica  scaled  resulting  in  a "pin-head"  break  near  the  top.

J.  GAULT.  5<*.  Ribbed  F rame.  Strictly  Very  Fine;  a really  nice  copy.  V.  Rare.

The  frame  overlay  rather  defective  (a  manufacturing 
fault) , which  helps  to  make  us  wonder  if  perhaps  this  firm's  stamps  were  made 
very  early  by  Gault,  or  even  if  they  constitute  a fraudulent  imitation  of  Gault's 
patent.  Excessively  rare  and  highly  valuable. 

The  rarity  of  the  last  can  be  more  fully  appreciated,  when  one  remembers  that  it  was  not 

in  the  Dunham  collection;  Dunham  having  only  the  Hopkins  5 Cents. 

HUNT  & NASH,  IRVING  HOUSE,  New  York.  5<t.  Ribbed  Frame.  Abt.  V.  Fine.  The 
mica  is  decidedly  scaly,  and  the  frame  a little  dark,  but  this  remains  a nice 
stamp.  V.  Rare. 

Another.  Fine.  Carelessly  cleaned,  with  plenty  of  brass  polish  remaining  (mostly 
upon  the  reverse)  . Could  and  should  be  easily  cleaned  again  neatly.  RR. 

10^.  Ribbed  Frame.  Fine  to  V.  Fine.  A clean  "circulated"  piece.  Rarer  than  the 
preceding.

area  and  a small  space  immediately  above  the  left  panel  displaying  slight  traces 
of  mica  granulation  and  impairment.  Cleaned,  traces  of  polish  remaining  upon 
the  reverse.  Above  average;  extremely  rare.  Worth  a top  price,  both  as  a real 
rarity  and  a popular  denominational  "type." 

542  LORD  & TAYLOR,  New  York.  3^.  Very  Fine.  Some  polish  remaining,  almost 

entirely  upon  the  reverse.  Very  rare;  seldom  offered. 

543  10^.  Fine.  Cleaned  with  jeweler's  rouge,  much  of  which  still  remains  upon  the  mica. 

Rare. 

544  MENDUM'S  WINE  STORE,  New  York.  \4.  Very  Fine  or  better.  Uncommon. 

545  54.  Fine  plus;  the  stamp  very  dull  and  dingy. 

546  )4  and  54.  First  with  a slightly  mishandled  frame  and  scaly  mica;  cleaned,  and  at 

best  a low  caliber  "Very  Good."  The  54  similar  with  lightly  scratched  rather 
than  defective  mica.  2 Pcs. 

547  1 24.  Fine,  underneath  the  excess  polish  left  from  a sloppy  cleaning.  Very  rare,  and 

not  often  seen.

Fine  to  V.  Fine.  Slightly  impaired  mica,  including  a light,  surface  scratch-like 
line  running  diagonally  from  top  to  bottom.  Stamp  bright  and  clear,  the  case 
piece  with  traces  of  lustre.  Scarce. 

551  1 4.  Similar;  INSURANCE  straight.  Close  to  V.  Fine;  mica  excellent.  Cleaned; 

considerable  polish  residue  on  both  sides.  V.  Scarce.

touches  of  handling  and  scaling,  resulting  in  a "pin-head"  break  at  1 o'clock 
against  the  frame.

A Second  New  England  Consignment 

Lyman  Haynes  Low  wrote  Hie  book  on  this  series  in  1900,  to  which  a supplement  was  added  in 
1906.  Some  years  later,  Edgar  H.  Adams  made  up  a set  of  fifteen  photographic  plates  illustrating 
most  of  the  tokens.  Circa  1925,  Guttag  Bros,  of  New  York,  with  the  assistance  of  collectors  Adams, 
Dunham,  Hetrich,  Kusterer,  Shumway,  (Elliot)  Smith  and  Tilden,  published  a "reprint"  of  Low,  which 
actually  consisted  of  condensed  text,  line  drawings  and  Dunham's  "Easy  Finding  List."  While  Low's 
second  edition  of  1900  attempted  to  give  rarity  ratings  (not  entirely  accurate  by  present  day  stan- 
dards), the  Guttag  publication  did  not.  When  available,  the  Low  work  and  supplement  can  be  ob- 
tained for  about  $22.50.  The  Adams  plates  are  very  hard  to  come  by,  a set  worth  at  least  $15. 

today,  while  the  Guttag  "reprint"  (published  at  $10.)  brings  $10.  to  $12.50. 

Back  in  May,  1953,  in  our  40th  sale  catalog,  we  discussed  Low's  restriction  of  the  series  to  183

With  emphasis  on  the  second  suggestion, 
that  of  going  after  the  inexpensive  varieties  in  top  shape,  we  offer  this  splendid  collection.

The  owner  of  these  three  Low  No.  1 types  caiis  his  set  "unique."  While  we  have  not  checked 
the  collections  of  F:  C.  "C’B'oyd  or"  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  we  have  good  reason 
to  believe  that  he  may  be  right.  While  the  A.N.S.  does  own  more  than  one  variety,  what  they 
have  (so  far  as  we  know),  does  not  approach  any  of  these  pieces  in  condition. 

Lew  3.  Civilian  bust  of  Jackson  to  r.,  PRESIDENT  below.  Rev.  "The  Glorious 
Victories"  etc.  Brass.  Thick  and  thin  planchets.  First  V.  Fine,  but  with  a few, 
hardly  visible  reverse  scratches;  last  close  to  Unc.,  although  weakly  and  oddly 
struck  upon  the  reverse.  From  the  Kimball  and  Gardella  colls.  Scarce  and 
exceptionally  rare.  2 Pcs. 

Low  4.  Draped  bust  to  right.  Brass.  Two  varieties,  one  (ex  Adams  coll.)  silver 
plated,  apparently  at  time  of  issue.  Strictly  Very  Fine  (regular)  and  about 
Unc.,  the  plain  one  from  the  Kimball  collection.  Scarce  and  rare.  2 Pcs. 

Low  5.  Military  bust  almost  facing.  Brass.  Both  varieties;  the  large  eagle  and  shield 
and  small  eagle  and  shield  reverses.

According  to  a note  with  the  small  eagle  variety  above,  the  type  was  discovered  by  Wurtz- 
bach  in  1908.  At  any  rate,  he  mentions  it  in  (he  1910  Numismatist,  and  erroneously  concludes 
that  both  kinds  are  equally  rare. 

Low  6.  Ship  sailing.  FOR  THE  CONSTITUTION  HURRA!  Brass.  Piain  edge;  corded 
rims.  Very  Finn  plus,  the  reverse  uniformly  bold  and  sharp.  As  nice  as  any  we 
have  handled,  and  worth  its  recent  record  of  $25.  Rare;  ex  Kimball  coll. 

Low  6.  Another;  silvered  as  made.  Plain  edge;  plain  rims.  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Slight 
signs  of  perimeter  mishandling,  and  the  reverse  with  a few  hardly  visible 
scratches,  but  otherwise  the  full  equal  of  the  last  in  sharpness.  Uncommonly 
rare  silvered;  ex  Bauer. 

Low  7.  Liberty  cap.  THE  GLORIOUS  WHIG  VICTORY  OF  1 834.  Strictly  Very  Fine; 
microscopic  reverse  nick  on  the  foresail  of  the  ship.  Attractive,  a rich,  medium 
brown  color.  Very  rare,  lacking  in  the  "Splendid  Collection"  sold  at  the  '54 
NENA  Convention.  Ex  Johnson. 

Low  8;  L-8a  ( identicafcfies  Tn  Brass  — thick  flan,  obverse  rim  break,  no  signs  of 
silvering) ; L-9  (thinner  flan,  broad,  flat  border,  traces  of  silvering  upon  the 
reverse);  L-10  (three  different  — perfect,  broken  and  badly  broken  obverse 
dies);  L-12.  The  brass  pieces  (L-8a  and  L-9)  Very  Fine  or  so,  others  Un- 
circulated or  close  to  it.  Not  easy  to  locate,  particularly  so  nice.  Mainiy~Trom 
the  Kimball  coll.,  and  the  H.  Chapman  estate.  7 Pcs. 

Low  1 1 . Boar  running,  nose  pointing  to  C.  Rev.  Bust  of  Jackson,  bread  shoulders. 
Brass.  Extremely  Fine;  traces  of  obverse  silvering.  Unimportant  reverse  rim  fiaws. 
At  least  "equdrto  lot  860  of  the  '54  NENA  sale  which  realized  $30.  From  the 
Edgar  H.  Adams  poll.  Plate. 

Another.  Fine  plus;  no  signs  of  silvering.  Much  better  than  the  one  we  sold  for 
$18.  in  our  40th  sale.  May  9,  1953.  Ex  Kimball. 

This  token  (Low  1 1 ) is  sometimes  found  in  bronze.  It  is  a decided  sleeper  so,  being  confused 
with  the  far  commoner  Low  10.  We  will  pay  $50.  for  a Fire  or  better  specimen  of  the  last 
in  bronze,  and  suggest  that  collector  and  dealer  alike  comb  their  "junk"  tokens.  Low  found 
his  example  (L-168)  in  a box  of  trash,  and  every  one  we  have  located  has  either  been 
marked  "Low  10"  or  lying  around  loose. 

Lew  13.  Bust  of  Seward.  Rev.  A FAITHFUL  FRIEND  TO  OUR  COUNTRY.  Low  14. 
Similar  obverse;  Rev.  THE  GLORY  AND  PRIDE  OF  OUR  NATION.  Brass.  Ex. 
Fine  and  about  Fine,  the  last  impaired  chiefly  by  a small  mark  below  Sewar^TT" 
bust.  First  brought  $17.50  at  the  recent  NENA  sale.  Ex  Johnson  and  Kimball.

Low  14.  Another;  this  one  Extremely  Fine,  both  sides  showing  light  silvering.  A 
trifle  blackened  upon  the  reverse,  but  nicely  struck  and  desirable.  Rare  so; 


Low  15.  Bust  of  Seward.  Legend  slightly  different  than  on  Low  13.  Rev.  A FAITH- 
FUL FRIEND  TO  OUR  COUNTRY.  Two  varieties;  with  and  without  period  after 
FRIEND.  Brass.  Ex.  Fine  and  almost  Unc.,  the  last  with  a slight  obverse  surface 
scratch.  The  "no’  period"  variety  ex  Adams,  and  considered  very  rare.  2 Pcs. 

Low  16.  Bust  of  Verplanck.  Rev.  EagTeTas  on  the  three  preceding;  the  design  and 
motto  similar  to  that  on  Nos.  13  and  15.  Brass.  Extremely  Fine  plus.  Better  than 
the  one  in  our  40th  sale,  and  one  of  the  nicest  we  ve  seen.

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Low  17.  Tortoise  with  safe.  Rev.  Jackass.  First  S in  STEPS  entirely  beneath  the 
foreleg.  Strictly  Very  Fine;  a dark  brown  color.  Tiny  nick  above  the  safe  upon  the 
obverse.  Superior  to  the  one  sold  for  $25.  at  the  NENA  sale.  Ex  Kimball  coll. 

Another  L-17.  Called  Ex.  Fine,  but  weakly  struck.  Slight  flan  crack  at  top  of  safe. 
This  piece  displays  traces  of  the  original  color,  and,  in  spite  of  the  striking,  is 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  out.

Corner  of  safe  at  right  stand  of  X in 
EXECUTIVE.  Rev.  Jackass.  The  right  ear  pointing  to  the  second  L in  ILLUS- 
TRIOUS; the  left  touching  top  of  I in  IN.  Struck  in  silver.  Toned  Unc.  Perfect, 
except  for  infinitesimal  evidence  of  handling.  Exceedingly  rare  and  valuable, 
but  three  known.  As  important  as  any  of  the  true  (political)  Hard  Times  tokens, 
and  well  worth  a top  bid.  Another  opportunity  might  not  present  itself  to  obtain  \ 
this  piece  for  a great  many  years,  as  the  Brand  example  ( recently  sold  by  us)  1 
is~  definitely  off  the  market,  as  is  the  third  specimen.  Ex  Sears,  Johnson.  Plate. 
Low's  comment  (on  page  22)  regarding  the  above  is  of  considerable  interest.  "This  piece  was 
also  struck  in  silver,  it  is  said,  for  'Capt.  Davenport,'  in  1837,  concerning  whom  I have  not 
been  able  to  learn  anything."  We  confirmed  Low's  lead  by  looking  on  pages  121-22  of 
Woodward's  (May  17-21)  1864  "John  F.  McCoy"  sale  catalog,  where  both  Low  Nos.  62  and 
19  (in  that  order)  were  first  offered,  to  our  knowledge,  struck  in  silver.  Both  were  described 
as  "unique"  (a  carelessly  used  term  even  then),  and,  oddly  enough,  the  far  rarer  No.  19  only 
brought  $8.50  compared  to  the  $10.  realized  by  No.  62.  Prior  to  his  description  of  the  two 
tokens,  Woodward  remarked,  "The  two  next  pieces  in  silver  are  both  originals,  struck  for 
Mr.  Davenport:  for  many  years  in  his  collection,  more  recently  from  the  collection  of  Mr. 
Colburn."  We  might  also  add,  that  in  1884,  Benj.  Betts  bought  the  Levick  piece  for  $21. 
(through  Low),  and  that  the  other  two  were  then  owned  by  H.  P.  Smith  and  Major  Nichols.

Very 
rare  so,  and  easily  worth  $10.  today. 

Hand- 
some female  head.  Lastly,  Low  29.  The  ugly  head.  Very  Fine,  alrnpsjLUnc.  and 
barely  Ex.  JFine.  First  uncommonly  rare,  but  with  an  oEverse  rim  bruise  and  a few 
trifling  edge  defects.  Last  weak  (as  always)  on  head,  and  showing  the  slightest 
signs  of  impairment.

"crater-like"  defect  between  the  sixth  and  seventh  stars,  but  still  the  best 
example  of  this  underrated  (R-5  plus,  and  not  R-3)  token  that  we  have  seen. 
Superior  to  those  illustrated  on  the  Adams  plate  and  in  Raymond's  catalog. 
Ex  Bauer. 

Low  30;  L-3 1 ; L-32;  L-33;  L-34;  L-35..F  irst  and  fifth  Ex.  Fine  or  so,  others 
Uncirculated  (with  slight  red)  or  close  to  it.  An  exceptional  lot.  The  Low  Nos. 
T(T”and  35  should  be  worth  $5.  each  so  fine.  Ex  Kimball  coll.  6 Pcs. 

Low  36;  L-37;  L-38;  L-39;  L-40;  L-44;  L-457  All  Uncirculated  (or  a hair's 
breadth  away) , v/ith  varying  amounts  of  original  red,  except  the  last,  which  is 
Ex.  Fine.  Another  nice  group  from  the  Kimball  coll.,  the  result  of  patient  collect- 
ing for  many  years.  7 Pcs. 

Low  46;  L-47;  L-48;  L-51;  L-53;  L-55,  and  L-56  (Van  Buren;  Eagle  above 
safe)  . Last  Very  Fine  plus  with  traces  of  silvering,  holed  as  issued.  Others 
Uncirculated^  except  for  Nos.  48,  53  and  55,  which  are  V.  Fine  and  Ex.  Fine; 
th<e~^1tOcb'Toco"  lustrous,  but  with  minor  rim  impairment.  All  but  one  from 
the  Kimball  collection.  Nice.  7 Pcs. 

Low  49rThT popular  1837  "Half  Cent  Token."  HALF  CENT  WORTH  OF  PURE 
COPPER.  Close  to  Abt.  Unc.,  the  reverse  showing  traces  of  red.  The  best  we've 
seen.  Ex  Elder,  many  years  ago. 

Low  57.  Facing  bust  of  Van  Buren.  Rev.  SUB  TREASURY  & DEMOCRACY.  Dog 
guarding  safe.  Brass.  Fine  to  V,  Fine:  neatly  holed  at  top,  as  made.  Remarkably 
clean  for  this  rarity,  which  almost  always  shows  handling  defects.  Originally 
listed  by  Low  as  an  R-4,  later  revised  to  R-7.  Not  in  the  DuPont  lot  sold  last 
October  at  Hartford,  and  lacking  in  a great  many  other  important  collections. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Wayte  Raymond  sold  the  Dr.  French  piece  in  his 
June  30,  1915  sale  for  $65.00.  This  one  ex  Adams.  Plate. 

Low  58;  L-59;  L-6G;  L-62;  L-63;  C-64.  Last  two  V Fine  plus;  others  Ex.  Fine 
and  Unc.  From  Kimball,  Bauer  and  Gardella.  WortTT at  feast  $7.50  so  choice. 
6 Pcs. 
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Low  61.  Ship.  WEBSTER  CREDIT  CURRENT.  Rev.  VAN  BUREN  METALLIC 
CURRENCY.  1837  below.  Wrecked  ship  with  curved  deck.  Falling  topmast  points 
to  the  top  of  peak,  a flash  of  lightning  points  between  them.  Strictly  Very  Fine; 
minor  reverse  rim  bruise.  Better  than  the  one  in  our  40th  sale,  nearly  two  years 
ago,  at  $19.00.  Ex  Kimball  coll. 

Very  Rare  Low  62  in  Silver 

Low  62.  Obverse  similar  to  last,  but  struck  from  a different  die.  Rev.  Also  like  the 
preceding,  but  CURRENT  instead  of  CURRENCY.  Struck  in  silver.  Extremely 
Fine;  proof-like  lustre.  Really  rare,  but  six  or  seven  specimens  extant  (instead 
of  the  two  or  three  “said  to  be  in  existence"  by  cataloger  J.  B.  Stack  in  his  '54 
NENA  sale  catalog) . Slightly  superior  to  the  one  we  sold  as  lot  662  (for  $70.) 
in  our  42nd  catalog,  Oct.  23,  1953,  at  the  first  MANA  convention.  Potentially 
worth  $100.  as  a definite  Rarity-7  item!  From  the  Kimball  coll.  Plate. 

See  our  remarks  following  lot  684  for  further  information  concerning  this  piece. 

Low  65;  L-66  (Steer;  Ship)  ; L-67;  L-58;  L-S9.  The  fourth  almost  V.  Fine,  the 
others  averaging  Extremely  Fine.  While  the  Low  66  has  a revers1T rim  bruise,  and 
the  Low  65  minor  signs  of  handling,  these  five  are  decidedly  above  average. 
Both  Nos.  65  and  66  are  R-4  coins  (not  R-2  as  indicated  by  Low);  the  almost 
similar  pair  in  Raymond's  Nov.  9,  1915  sale,  were  bought  by  Henry  Hines  for 
$13.  and  $8.75  respectively.  Ex  Kimball  and  Bauer.  5 Pcs. 

Low  72.  Francis  L.  Brigham.  1833  NEW  BEDFORD.  Border  of  pellets  and  inner 
circle  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.

Faintly 
granular  upon  the  reverse,  and  with  a very  few  microscopic  signs  of  handling, 
but  absolutely  in  the  same  class  as  the  three  others  known  to  us  in  top  pres- 
ervation: That  in  Katen's  sale,  circa  1950;  lot  337  in  our  40th  sale,  1953;

Hathaway.  Low  75.  ROBINSON'S  JONES  & CO.  Just  about  Uncirculated,  the  last 
with  an  edge  and  reverse  flan  defect.  No.  73  is  rare,  and  this  specimen  from  the 
Johnson  coll,  (at  $20.),  in  spite  of  a slight  obverse  rim  bruise,  is  the  best  we 
have  seen.  Second  from  the  H.  Chapman  estate.  3 Pcs. 

Low  76;  L-78;  L-79;  L-80.  Third  V.  Fine;  others  Ex.  Fine  and  almost  Unc. 
(No.  80).  The  “Lafayette"  IHXSKIRS,  despite  its  reverse  rim  impairment, 
brings  to  mind  the  Uncirculated  Low  79  that  Raymond  obtained  a record  break- 
ing $14.  for,  in  his  1915  sale  of  the  George  P.  French  tokens.  Ex  Kimball.  4 Pcs. 

Low  77.  Bucklin's  Bookkeeping  and  Interest  Tables.  Long  legends  in  several  lines. 
1834.  Fjne  to  V.  Fine  for  this  weakly  struck  piece;  everything  clear  and  bold, 
and  in  spifeToT a few  minor  defects,  about  the  best  we  have  handled.  Fully  equal 
to  (or  better  than)  the  DuPont  piece  at  $22.50  last  fall.  Ex  Chapman. 

Low  81.  HOWELL  WORKS  GARDEN.  Obv.  Grapes.  Rev.  SIGNUMT8??rAbt.  Unc. 
Glossy,  lightly  mottled  brown  color.  Really  rare  so,  and  far  superior  to  lot  893 
of  the  '54  NENA  sale  at  $20.  Ex  Chapman  as  “Uncirculated." 

Low  Nos.  84  and  86.  Also,  Low  92  on  a large  (28mm)  and  very  small  (27mm) 
flan.  First  two  Abt.  Unc.  and  close  to  Ex.  Fine;  the  two  Bucklin's  V.  Fine  and 
Ex.  Fine.  We  might  add  that  the  large  planchet  piece  was  struck  from  a very 
rusty  reverse  die,  while  the  small  one  has  a slight  reverse  scratch.  First  and  third 
ex  Kimball.  4 Pcs. 

A very  smalF  planchet  Low  92,  like  the  above,  was  sold  in  Bluestone's  sale,  Jan.  20,  1940. 

The  consignor  of  this  collection  feels  that  it  is  extremely  rare,  and  the  odds  are  that  he  is 

right. 

Low  87.  O.  & P.  BOUTWELL.  Obv.  Sheaf  of  wheat;  * and  T(rue)  below.  Rev. 
No.  7 GRAND  DIVISION  ST.,  etc.  Dated  1835.  Unevenly  struck  upon  a rather 
small  flan  (for  the  piece).  Very  Good;  weak  claims  to  Fine.  Somewhat  mis- 
handled; GRAND  not  visible  upon  the  reverse.  One  of  the  lesser  “Great  Rarities" 
in  this  series,  which  just  do  not  show  up.  Immediately  after  Low's  book  appeared, 
more  than  half-a-century  ago,  these  pieces  dropped  from  sight.  Worth,  perhaps 
$150.  today;  certainly  not  available  for  less  to  our  knowledge.  The  first  in  these 
sales;  ex  Adams.  Plate. 

Low  89.  RudeTTemale  head  to  r.  TROY  on  coronet.  Rev.  BUCKLIN'S  INTEREST 
TABLES  1835.  Very^Good,  considering  the  crude  way  this  token  was  struck. 
Comparatively  clean,  except  for  two  obverse  defects;  almost  the  equal  of  the 
Dr.  French  piece  which  brought  $31.  forty  years  ago.  In  addition,  Low  83  and 
94.  Uncirculated,  the  first  mostly  red.  From  Stacks,  Bauer  and  Kimball.  3 Pcs 
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Low  93.  BUCKLIN'S  BOOK  KEEPING.  Within  a wreath  of  oak;  TROY,  dash  and 
small  head  below.  Rev.  BUCKLIN'S  INTEREST  TABLES.  1835,  dash  and  TRUE 
ALB  (any)  at  center;  ornaments  above  and  below,  fourteen  stars  around.  Better 
than  V._Fine.  for  this  rare  item;  unusually  bold  and  well  struck.  Unfortunately, 
both  si3es  were  scratched  slightly  years  ago,  and  we  note  an  obverse  dig  under  K 
of  BUCKLIN'S  together  with  a rim  defect  or  so.  Still,  the  best  we  have  handled; 
far  superior  to  the  Fine  one  sold  in  the  French  sale,  1915,  for  $19.00.  Ex  Bauer. 

Low  93.  Another;  the  extremely  rare  variety  with  reverse  die  break  from  rim 
opposite  N of  INTEREST  through  two  bottom  stars,  A of  TABLES  and  edge. 
Described  by  Wurtzbach  in  the  March,  1910  Numismatist.  Fine  to  V.  Fine  for 
this  token;  flan  chip  and  weakness  towards  the  top.  Cleaner  than  most,  and  of 
considerable  importance  to  the  specialist.  Ex  Kimball-coll.

V.  Fine,  others  Ex.  Fine  to  Unc.,  three  showing  some  red.  The  Low  101  has  a 
short,  unimportant  obverse  scratch.  Worth  over  $8.00,  considering  that  two  of 
these  are  in  real  premium  condition.  Ex  Kimball  coll.  8 Pcs. 

Low  96.  MERCHANTS  EXCHANGE.  The  extremely  rare  number  with  a dash  below 
the  date  and  a berry  opposite  the  second  E in  DEFENCE,  both  upon  the  reverse. 

Fine  plus.  Few  slight  signs  of  handling,  mainly  at  the  rims,  but  a fully  acceptable 
example  of  this  Rarity-7  item.  Guaranteed  genuine  (like  everything  else  we 
sell) , which  is  more  than  can  be  said  for  one  or  two  others  recently  offered.

This  one,  from 
the  Kimball  coll.,  valued  at  $50.  by  the  owner. 

Low  109.  BENEDICT  & BURNHAM.  R-3,  instead  of  R-l  as  listed  by  Low. 

Low  112.  Female  head  I.  H.  CROSSMAN.  Low  115.  P B & S DEVEAU'S.  Second 
underrated  when  nice,  the  last  very  much  so,  being  another  R-3  (rather  than 
R-l  ) . V.  Fine  plus,  strictJ,yJix.-Fine  (in  spite  of  two  or  three  small  reverse  nicks) 
and  Abt.  Unc7~Were  it  in  stock,  we  would  not  take  less  than  $7.50  for  the 
Deveau  alone,  if  that.  Ex  Kimball  and  Cordelia  colls.  3 Pcs. 

Low  107;  E.-11Q;  L—  111;  L-113;  L-114.  Extremely  June  to  Unc.  Well  above 
averaqe,  the  last  uncommonly  so  and  rare.  Worth"  about  $7T$0.  Ex  Kimball, 
Cordelia  and  Chapman.
